Witnesses told police the uniden- 
tified passenger escaped after fir- 
ing a wild blast through the bus.

‘Union Political Fund Ban 
Is Held Unconstitutional - 


WASHINGTON, March 15— 
Federal Judge Ben Moore Rath 
held unconstitutional the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act’s ban on union political ex- 
penditures. 

On that grounds, he dismissed 
an indictment accusing the CIO 
and CIO Pres. Pnhiiip Murray of 
violating the ban. 

Murray had 
‘in order to test the law’s prohi- 
‘bition against unions spending 
‘money on behalf of candidates for 
political office. 

Labor men particularly wanted 
to get a ruling because they have 
laid plans for extensive political 
activities in this national electon 
year. 

Moore, a visiting judge from 
West Virginia, ruled in Federal 
District Court here that the ban 
is “an unconstitutional abridge- 
ment” on freedom of press and 
speech.

Rebels Blast 
Capital of 
Costa Rica 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, March 
15—i(#)—Government forces mar- 
shaled all their strength Monday 
in an attempt to stamp out a rev- 
elution sweeping through this 
Central American republic. 

The capital was virtually iso- 
lated, with three-fourths of its 
power plants blown up. Business 
came to a standstill. Two plane 
loads of rural troops arrived at 
dawn to help defend the city. 

The leader of the revolutionary 
forces is Jose Figueres, who oc- 
cupies a hidden mountain strong. 
hold south of Cartago, about 45 
miles from San Jose. 

He breadcast over a secret ra- 
dio that his forces wiped out half 
of a government mobile unit sent 
to o him. Government sources 
said ir unit, which was trained 
by the U. S. Army, had captured 
11 of Figueres’ men. 

The radio, which calls itself 
“The Voice of Freedom,” said 
government troops sent by water 
from Puntarenas to flank the rev- 
olutionaries met with disaster 
Sunday. The force was cut to. 
pieces and 20 soldiers killed, the 
radio said. 

Additional broadcasts said rev- 
elutionaries were in control of 
Ban Isidiro Airport, 75 miles 
southeast of San Jose. The anti. 
government forces are reported 
to have three TACA Ailrlines’ 
DC-3 planes in their possession. 

A power plant at Alajuela, 20 
airline miles west of San Jose, 
was blown up. 

Anti-Government sources 
charged that the Government sent 
an appeal to Gen. Anastasio Sa- 
moza, former President and now 
strongman of Nicaragua, for help.

WASHINGTON—Some of Gov. Earl Warren’s friends in Washington are quietly considering the 
idea of persuading him to join forces with the Presidential backers of Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
of Michigan. The purpose back of the idea would be to bring about the nomination of a Vanden- 


As events appear to be shaping up today, Sen. 
Vandenberg is conceded by most observers to 
hold the inside track in the contest over the Re- 
publican Presidential nomination, assuming that 
a deadlock develops between the forces of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, and Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, of Ohio, the two present leading con- 
tenders. 

There are growing indications that such a 
deadiock will take place. If it does come the 
Michigan Senator seems to be in the best strategic 
position for walking away with the prize. 


The California Governor's friends are 
moved by the thought that the Vice Presi- 
dential nomination will take on unusual] im- 

* pertance if Sen. Vandenberg is placed at the 
head of the ticket. For one thing, if elected, 
he will be 65 years old within a few months 
after taking office next January, which 
means that he would be near 69 before his 
term expired in 1952. 


More than that, the Michigan statesman is 
known to be concerned about the state of his 
health. While his doctors have assured him of 
his sound physical condition, he is reported to 
be worried about a slight heart ailment which, 
he fears, might not be able to withstand the 
heavy responsibilities of the Presidency. 

Sen. Vandenberg has confided to some of his 
friends that a part of his concern about his 
health is derived from the fact that his father 
died .t about the same age he is now. He is 
a believer in the hereditary factor in longevity 
and therefore feels that his life expectancy can- 
not be extended to a ripe old age. 

All of this may have something to do with 
a confession he made to one of his newspaper 
columnist friends recently that, if elected Presi- 
dent, he would have no desire or intention of 
serving for more than one term. He insisted that 
if the force of events should thrust him into the 
White House he would limit himself to a single 
term, declining to offer for renomination and re- 
election. 

Any way you look at it, Gov. Warren's friends 
here see a particularly inviting situation for him 
in the circumstances. Even though the Michigan 
Senator should live out his term, assuming he 
is elected, a strong Vice President would be the

‘What Makes — 
Wallace Run?’ 


“The loquacious, neighborly Henry Wallace 
had turned silent. Old friends who called to 
ask him about his plans were startled at the 

change in him; the warm, blue-gray eyes had turned coo! and silent, 
and an impenetrable wall s¢emed to rise around him when visitors 
stated their concern over the course he seemed about to take... .” 

This paragraph is an early one in what I consider to be one 
of the most skillful, but cleanly, honestly done political articles 
of the year entitled, “What Makes Wallace Run?” It appears in 
the March Harper’s, and I recommend it earnestly. 

All who knew Henry Wallace in the old days knew that some- 
thing had happened to him. He. always had a genius for self- 
delusion. But, the man who is before us today is a puzzling one. 
Hale strips him naked. 


When Wallace became editor of the New Republic there 
Was an upsurge in the circulation of that magazine from 
arout 40,000 to 100,000. 


But there it stopped. (The hopes were for 400,000.) 

An old friend whom I had talked long hours with in China, 
whom’ I had visitec in New York after his return while he was 
writing one of the better books on China, turned down a job at a 
great financial sacrifice to go with Wallace on the New Republic. 


I got an excited call or so from him and once rushed an article 
to him. Therefore, I was puzzled three months later to hear from 
him that he was quitting—the New Republic was a confusing place, 
Wallace was the chief cause of the confusion ... there was some- 
thing gone wrong with Wallace ... and he would tell me all 
about it some day when we met. 


Now comes William Harlan Hale, who also 
was one of the editors of the New Repub- 
lic, with his article, “What Makes Wallace Run?” 

It was Hale who resigned when Wallace determined to be a can- 
didate and still contribute to the magazine. Hale felt it was 
unethical and committéd the magazine, which, of course, it did. 

But now, without malice, without anger or any meanness at 
all, he has so stripped Henry Wallace of integrity and intellectual 
honesty that I do not see how the man can fail to suffer, save in 
the eyes of the Communists whose ‘willing captive he seems to be. 


Apparently the New Republic circulation didn’t go on 
up to the estimated 400,000 because Wallace didn’t 
have it. 

But, even more than that, Hale reveals that Wallace drained 
himself dry of any real ideas in a few weeks and that frequently, 


thereafter, the Wallace articles were ghost-written under his name. 


Writes Hale: 

“Then, after he had been at the job only a few weeks, 

tht flow of his positive ideas began to dry up. Many of the 
Wallace editorials of the early months of 1947 dealt simply 
with abstractions (‘We must develop a new science of the 
general welfare’) or with pot-shot polemics (‘We are clutch- 
ing a large empty paper bag containing a secret—i. e., the 
atom bomb—that is no secret.’) Even these were sometimes 
written by ghosts. The editor began to absent himself from 
editorial conferences and took no part in the magazine's 
daily work. His mind seemed elsewhere. Political cronies 
who had opposed his switch to editing appeared more 
frequently at his door. He took again to making speeches.” 
It will surprise many to read from one who saw the man re- 
: He was bitter about 
Roosevelt and especially about Harry Truman. His vanity, his 
liking for cheers, his willingness to hear only what was pleasing 
to him, are all shown by the man’s own acts. 
patient man we thought we knew. 

The Communist infiltration continued until—as Hale says in 
a great line: ‘“‘Wallace was seeing more and more of fewer and 
fewer persons.” 


The nation’s well-known fellow travelers surround 
Wallace with their silken threads as a cocoon is 
bound, until: 

“In March, 1947, before these influences had closed in 
on him, Wallace was still able to write an editorial in which 
he stated that the fundamental) reason why most Americans 
hesitated to risk an all-out effort for peace with Russia was 
that they ‘are convinced that both the Communists and the 
Soviet Government are intent on dominating Europe and 
eventually. the world.’ Not that Wallace shared this con- 
viction, but he felt it worth while to state its existence—im- 
plying that it was up to the Soviets to act in such a way as 
to dispel it. 

_ “But within a few months his attitude had changed. When 

in late Spring his editors presented him a draft of an edi- 

torial that in specific terms spelled out those widespread 

American suspicions of Soviet policy which the Kremlin 

might do well to answer or remove, Wallace pocketed it. 

Some weeks later his answer came back: he would not, he 

said, write anything critical of Soviet policies. 

“Why not? was the immediate question. Recause he didn’t 
see how by himself he could affect Soviet policies, was the 
reply. But he could afféct American policies. Criticism 
must stay at home. 

“This was just where his new friends wanted it to stay. 
He must paint America’s political rulers an unrélieved black, 
thereby letting the opponents of those rulers stand out in 
white. And that didn’t mean only the domestic opponents, 
such-as Wallace himself; it méant the foreign onés, too.” 

In all of this the Wallace the nation knew, or thought it knew, 
has been swallowed up. The man of good will is gone, the bringer 
of promises, the independent—all these are gone. He had “turned 
into a voice of frustration, had fallen into the’ shadow of forces 
which he either did not comprehend or could not control.” 

The nation fears it is the latter. 

And the nation knows who does control those who “Make 
Wallace Run.” :

The Helicopter Can Do Anything 


I knew the helicopter was a marvelous machine, but I didn't know how 


marvelous until the other day. 


It seems to me the blooming thing can do any- 


thing a humming bird can do, or a bumble bee, or a housefly, for that matter, 

except walk on the ceiling upside down, and the way the thing is coming along 

, | I wouldn’t be surprised to see them start flying them upside down, if they took 

a notion. It is, I am conviriced, the way folks will get around over the face of the earth in the future— 


if there is any future, what with the atom bomb and all—and it will someday make the automobile as | 


old fashioned as the horse and buggy. 

The reason I am so worked up about the 
helicopter is due to the fact that I spent two days 
last week flying up and down the North Carolina 
Barks, from Hatteras to Elizabeth City, in a heli- 
copter. The idea was to do a story on a doctor 
at the Coast Guard Station up there who flies 
up and down the Banks, which is a notoriously 
isolated part of the world where the one bus a 
day rides the edge of the surf, to pick up people 
who are seriously ill or who have shot them- 


selves, or something, dropping down right into 7 


their yards, loading them on a stretcher, and 
hauling them to Norfolk to land on the lawn 
in fr nt of the hospital. 

But that is another story and what I want to 
talk about for a moment is the helicopter itself. 
The one I flew in was what is known as an 
“Executive” model. It carried a pilot and three 
passengers, and you sit in a plexi-glass bubble 
which allows you to see up and down and on 
either side, as if you flew in a goldfish bowl. We 
got in the thing at the Coast Guard Station at 
_ Elizabeth City, and bless my soul if the pilot 

didn’t take it off straight up for a few feet and 
then backwards. He then poured on the coal 
and scooted off down the beach not more than 
15 feet above the sand, with the indicator show- 
ing 75 miles an hour and a 15-mile-an-hour tail- 
wind boosting the speed up to 90 miles an hour. 
It was like traveling 90 miles an hour in an 
automobile, fifteen feet off the ground, except 
that in a helicopter you feel considerably safer 
at that speed than I ever felt in an automobile 
going that fast. 

We went so low you could see the shells on 
the beach, and the little bits of driftwood, and 

resting, who didn’t hear us coming and 
just squatted there as we went over, and it was 
in no way like flyithg in a big airplane, high above 
the earth, where everything is so far away that 
there's nothing much interesting about it. We 
outran a hawk, and a flock of Canadian geese, 
and when we'd come to something we’d want to 
look at, like the Cape Hatteras light, the pilot 
would pull up and hover over it. The Cape 
Hatteras light is 190 feet high, and we hovered 
even with it, and then at about 200 feet, directly 
over it, so close and so steady that you could 
reach down and tweak the lighthouse keeper’s 
moustache, if there had been a lighthouse keeper 
there, and if he had had a moustache. 


Some folks say that the helicopter is hard 
to fly, but the pilots I flew with, Lieutenants 
David Oliver and Tommy Hynes, made it look 
easy as driving a car. As a matter of fact, it re- 
quires so little maneuvering of the controls that 
you can’t even see the movements of their hands 
and feet which make the machine hover or go 
down, or climb, or move to the right or left. 


You don’t quite realize what it can do until 
you watch it from the ground. I stayed in 
Hatteras one night,- with the doctor, and the 
helicopter went back to Elizabeth City Coast 
Guard station, where it is on standby for rescue 
work, and they came back for us the next morn- 
ing. We were standing on the front porch of the 
hotel when we saw it coming the next morning, 
flying low over the beach, and the doctor went 
out in the hotel] yard to find a place to guide them 
to a landing. He picked out a place about the 
size of a small room, with telephone poles and 
a building or se.scattered around and he stood 
there motioning for it to come on and here it 
came, low and at about 80 miles an hour and the 
doctor just stood there, motioning it on, with me 
standing beside him. On it came, and when it 
got about 200 feet away that was all 1 could 
stand. I took off running, and I looked back 
over my shoulder and Dave Oliver had lifted it 
up about 40 feet in the air and.had it hanging 
there, steady as a rock. And then it began to 
come down, as smoothly as if it were on a string, 


and the doctor, who hadn’t moved out of his | 
tracks, could have reached out and caught it like | 


a big soap bubble drifting to earth, if he had 
wanted to. I just stood there with my mouth open 
watching, and when the wheels were about 6 
inches from the ground Doc yelled, “Look out 
for that broken bottle,” and motioned to one 
side. And bless goodness, Dave Oliver stopped 
it there, hanging six inches off the ground, and 
eased it to one side about a foot and then let 
it on down to the ground so softly that it wouldn’t 
have broken an egg until the weight of the plane 
came down on the wheels as the pilot cut the 
power and the rotor stopped. 


It is a marvelous machine and I’ll bet my kids 
see the day that their kids will be getting small 
ones for Christmasy to scoot around in, thinking 
no more about it than they now think of riding 
a bicycle.

The Political Punishment of Bridges 


The dismissal of Harry Bridges from the appointive position of Regional Director of the CIO in 
Northern California proves that the political unionism created by Roosevelt and Robert F. Wagner 
was designed to put down political, intellectual and even religious freedom. Recently, the ex-wife of 
Bridges testified before a legislative committee of the State of Washington that he was, during their 
exciting married life, a card-carrying Communist. 


She gave other evidence tending to confirm 
the well-proved case of the.Government which 
went to naught in the Supreme Court. In that 
case Bridges’ deportation seemed to be the Gov- 
ernment’s purpose, but wasn’t. The ace in the 
hole was the Supreme Court. It was a foregone 
conclusion that Bridges would be saved from 
deportation by the court. That conclusion was 
verified by the fantastic jabber of Justice, Wil- 
liam O. Douglas, who did the majority opitrion, 
and by the juvenile nonsense indited by Frank 
M in an independent assent. 

e cannot know whether his Attorney Gen- 
eral of the time, Francis Biddle, was doing his 
best in his prosecution of the Government’s case 
against Bridges. Biddle seemed enthusiastic, but 
so do actors, and the same man who was sup- 
posed to be levelling against Bridges was caught 
by a covey of reporters at the 1944 convention 
in Chicago, sneaking up a penthouse stair to pay 
homage to Sidney Hillman, a fellow traveler. 
Biddle also was heard to say he wouldn't do that 
for any other man but Roosevelt. 

No jury of American citizens ever got a chance 
to decide the Bridges deportation case. It was a 
habeas corpus job all the way and although 
Biddle won in three courts and gave his own 
- decision against Bridges, he was smart enough, 
in the cynical way of Washington, to know that 
he could shoot the works and still not harm the 
CIO’s boss brutalitarian of the Western shores 
and valleys. The Supreme Court would save 
him. It did. 

Now. however, we find the CIO, a strictly 
political union, related to labor only for its 
income and the prestige of labor’s name, coercing 
Bridges in his own politics. 

naturally, plumped for Henry Wal- 
lace, the candidate of the Communists and the 
logical candidate of anyone with his record. The 
dominant political faction of the CIO, the bald 
Mahatma, Phil Murray, who likens himself to 
Christ, and Walter Reuther, of the United Auto 
Workers, have found it expedient to oppose the 
Communists in the union and in the national 
politics at this time and-for a specific purpose. 


Therefore they opposed Wallace and his third 


. There can be no pretense of principle 
or patriotic preference here because these bosses 
and the CIO as a whole have been notoriously 
cordial to Communists of the most traitorous 


¥ 


kind ever since the CIO began amid riots and 
insurrection in the thirties. When it suited their 
purpose to work with and use Communists 
against the national interests and against the 
peace and physical security of millions of work- 
ing citizens, they did. 

The Michigan riots which created the Auto 
Workers, and the CIO as well, were directed by 
expert street fighters and terrorists. Many reels 
of private movies taken from factory windows 
still exist to prove the murderous and efficient 
determination of the goons. They wore uniform 
fore-and-aft caps for identification to their own 
comrades. They fought in disciplined squads, 
platoons and companies. They had mobile com- 
mand cars with radio communication. And they 
had headquarters with shock troops in reserve 
for dispatch to appropriate points of conflict. 
It was a Communist rehearsal of the ultimate 
insurrection. 


Yet, now; the CIO is trying to intimi- 
date Bridges by removing him from an 
unimportant appointive job because the 
CIO this year realizes that a vote for Wal- 
lace is actually a vote for the Republican 
candidate and against Truman. The Com- 
munists, of course, have no preference be- 
tween the Republican, whomsoever, and 
Truman. The Republican naturally will 
be anti-Communist and Truman has been 
trying to delouse his party and administra- 
tion by picking on a few conspicuous and 
very unpopular foreigners. 


If the CIO can remove Bridges from 
office for supporting a candidate of his 
choice, it can remove Murray, at some fu- 
ture time when the political balance is 
right, for voting Democratic or going to 
mass. 


There is no limitation on the powers claimed 
by such Hitlerian Gauleiters. It was so intended 
by Roosevelt and Wagner, the old Tammany 
Kraut. And the attempt to punish Bridges for 
his political beliefs is a flagrant example of the 
sort of thing which the whole sordid crowd de- 
plored as a horrible abuse of the citizens’ rights 
if and when it was done by an employer—as 
though it ever was. |

(INS)—The return of the petti- 
coat is expected to put not only 
a flounce in the American 
woman for the first time in dec- 
ades but an unprecedented 


bounce in the already booming 
textile business. 


Today’s petticoat fever is ex- 
pected to require as much as 
1,000,000,000 additional yards of 
cotton and rayon materials over 
and above the output now flow- 
ing from the nation’s over- 
worked spindles.

Your Doctor 
Can Correct 
Tot s Lisping 


By LETTICF LEE STREETT 

Dear Mrs. Streett: Our five- 
year old doughter is bright and 
healthy and has a good vocabu- 
lary. But she egy D ty eg e A 
on the letter “S.’ ow can we 
correct this? No one else in the 
family lisps and we don’t talk 
baby . talk 

Answer: I am relieved to hear 
that you do not “baby talk” to 

your daughter. How in the 
world can parents expect their 
children to speak clearly if the 
grown-ups arouns. them talk in 
this silly way? A mother cer- 
tainly can "% baby talk occa- 
sionally with her tiny baby, but 
this infantile cooing should be 
omitted in childhood. 

Lisping is one of the most 
common speech errors. For 
other mothers, whose youngsters 
have oral defects, may I list 
some of the causes of speech 
troubles? These may be: Ab- 
normal position of the organs 
of articulation, poor hearing, 
poor co-ordination, retarded men- 
tality: and sometimes an emo- 
tional upset. The treatment of 
each case, whether it be lisping, 
stuttering, moter aphasia (in- 
ability to express words that 
are understood) mutism or 
baby talk, depends upon the 
reason of the trouble, 

Many such difficulties can 
be correcte¢ by surgery, by 4 
skillful «peech instructor or 
by competent psychiatry. It 

is wrong for parents to ignore 
speech difficulties in their 
children—obecause it is always 
more difficuit to correct such 
troubles after puverty. 

Take your little girl to a good 
nose and throat doctor for an 
examination to discover whether 
or not abnormalities are present. 
Follow his advice, whether it be 
medical treatment or lessons 
from a speech teacher. 

Lisping is used sometimes 


‘ by a child who wants to stay 


a baby. He clings to infan- 
tile speeck as a protest against 
growing up. Such little chil- 
dren need competent  psy- 
chiatry. 

But do not reveal your con- 
cern to your daughter and ask 
everyone to adopt a casual at- 
titude toward this lisping. Never 
ridicule, tease, scold or nag. If 
you are worried, your feelings 
may be transferred to your lit- 
tle girl. 

Since you are taking steps to 
help her while she is young, 
you may hope that clever doc- 
tors can correct this lisping.

FIND THE ANSWERS TOGETHER 
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Be Honest With Youth, 
Advises Consultant 


By LENNA McKINLEY 
This isn’t grandmother’s day. You can’t “shush” teen- 
agers out of talking about boy-girl relationships and sex. — 
You’ve got to give them an honest answer. | 


So says Dr. Evelyn Millis Du- 
vall, Executive Secretary of the 
National Council on Family Re- 
lations, and a faculty member of 
the University of Chicago, 
where she teaches a course on 
“The Family.” 


The mother of two teen-age 
daughters upon whom she has 
tried her theories with success, 
Dr. Duvall will know whereof 
she speaks as she serves as con- 
sultant at a series of talks and 
open discussions with teen-agers 
and adults during a four-day 
conference sponsored by YWCA 
and YMCA leaders here this 
week. 


“You hear a lot about juvenile 
delinquency—a great deal too 
much,” she said. “In grand- 
mother’s day it was ‘sowing his 
wild oats.’ There has always 
been a fringe of society that has 
broken over in youth. I would 
say that today’s youngsters are 
better than average—because 
they are honest—and they are 
honestly searching for the an- 
swers to their problems. 


“We must remember they are 
living in a confused world. They 
have a feeling of insecurity 
which we never experienced. 
And there is a pathetic sort of 
urgency in their approach to 
life. They have had access to too 
much knowledge beyond their 
comprehension, and they have 
many misconceptions as a re 
sult of stepped-up living.” 


Pointing out that, while she 
believes sex education of the 
right kind would be valuable in 
high schools today, Dr. Duvall 
emphasized that no training at 
all along this line is better than 
the wrong kind of education. 

“So many schools are not 
ready for sex education,” she 
said. “We have too few teachers 


who know how to treat the sub-. 


ject. And we have too many 
parents who are prejudiced 
against it. But there is a way to 
help our boys and girls through 
their confusion. That help must 
come from their own parents.” 
Many church, PTA and YWCA 
groups today teach adult 
courses on “Understanding 
Youth,” she pointed out, adding, 
“T cannot urge too strongly that 
parents avail themselves of such 
knowledge, in order to help

Truman Rules 
Loyalty Files 
Top secret 


WASHINGTON, March 15—(A’) 
President Truman, ruling in the 
Condon case, ordered Federal 
agencies Monday to refuse to let 
Congress or the courts have any 
secret papers bearing on the loy- 
alty of Government employees. 

He thereby set up what may be- 
come a major test between the Ex- 
ecutive and Legislative branches 
of the Government. The referee 
would be the third branch—the 
Judiciary. 

Rep. McDowel', Republican, 
Pennsylivania, a member of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee, promptly cried “poli- 
tics.” He told a reporter: 

“The President, in an election 
year, is pulling down an iron cur- 
tain between Congress and infor- 
mation on the Government.” 

What prompted the order at this 
time was the case of Dr. Edward 
U. Condon, Director of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards. 

The Un - American Activities 
Committee has tried, and failed, 
to get the papers used by a Com- 
‘merce Department® loyalty board 
which appreved him for his high 
scientific post. 

The Subcommittee said Condon 
associated knowingly or unknow- 
ingly with alleged Russian spies. 
Condon disputed this and denied 
he was any risk to the nation’s 
atomic security, 

Mr. Truman said in his order it 
is plainly necessory to keep secret 
the files relating in the Govern- 
ment loyalty checks. He said: 

“This is necessary in the inter- 
est of our national security and 
welfare, to preserve the confiden- 
tial character and sources of in- 
formation furnished, and to pro- 
tect Governinent personne! against 
the dissemination of unfounded or 
disproved allegations.”
